Gray Takes Barefoot Tour Of Pagoda

RANGOON, BURMA - Jan. 23 
— (Delayed) — The travel folders 
say Burma is the most colorful 
country in the East, that once 
you set foot on this land of en­ 
chanting people, their charm and 
hospitality wll make you feel 
at once that you are among the 
greatest friends in the world. 
The folders are right. If after 
16 days of seeing the best and the 
worst of India I felt constrained 
to restrain a tear, within minutes 
after landing at the Rangoon air­ 
port from Calcutta, I had the 
feeling of being in a new world— 
a world of laughter, friendliness 
and kindness where squalor, as it 


exists, blends almost happily into 
the beauty of colorful flower gar­ 
dens, towering tropical palms, se­ 
rene water of myriad lakes and 
canals. 
This is the real Burma. This is 
the reaction of visitors who al­ 
ways vow some day to return. 
Both the land and its people are 
completely captivating. 


Rangoon is the “Garden City of 
the East.” 
Here you parade along any one 
of its broad and well-kept aven­ 
ues and boulevards and soon the 
sight of ladies (we think) smok­ 
ing man-sized cigars becomes al­ 
most commonplace. 
At first you are not quite sure 


who are the gals and who are 
the men. All wear skirts, and 
when the female has a fancy short 
hair-do and the guys are emulat­ 
ing our Greenwich Village charac­ 
ters, you’re in trouble. 
I got myself straightened out, 
however. The women’s skirts are 
held secure by a knot on the 
side; the men s by a knot at the 
front. It’s an odd world, I think, 
where you distinguish the sex by 
the location of the knot. 
My reaction at first was bit of 
disdain for a country where the 
men wear the skirts. On second 
thought, however, I concluded that 
it is no more odd than our own 
land where most women wear the 
pants. 


I had noted heretofore that I 
was weary of temples. India is 
loaded with them. 


But pagodas are something else. 
Burma, where 90 per cent of the 
people are disciples of Buddha, is 
a land of pagodas. 
I spent this morning at the Shwe 
Dagon Pagoda situated on the 
summit of a hill overlooking Ran­ 
goon. It is known as the Golden 
Pagoda and is a shrine which 
every Buddhist everywhere must 
visit at least once in a lifetime, 
just as every Moslem must visit 
Mecca and every Hindu must visit 
Benaras during life's span. 
The Golden Pagoda is no ordi­ 
nary job. It is regarded as the 
largest and oldest shrine of its 


kind as well as the most beauti­ 
ful and magnificent structure in 
the world. (This is the trouble 
in the fabulous East. You run 
out of adjectives, adverbs and 
superlatives). 
It is a towering spire of shim­ 
mering gold, 326 feet high. Its 
glittering crown is embedded with 
an inestimable fortune of 5,000 
diamonds, with the biggest shiner 
of all being the largest diamond 
in the world. 
That section holding this well- 
heeled crown was constructed with 
400 solid gold bricks. The pagoda 
and its thousand or more lesser 
pagoda covers some 32 acres of 
ground and don’t think for a mo­ 
ment some considerable research 


wasn’t necessary to bring you all 
of this rich (and bright) informa­ 
tion. 


I wished afterward that I had 
merely looked, like the tourist I 
am, and kept passing by. 


But I didn t. Some inner urge 
compelled me to inspect the inti­ 
mate pagoda area and doas the 
Buddhists do. 
This was an error. Because like 
the Buddhists and everybody else 
has to do, I had to make the 
grand tour like the bare-footed 
boy — and I mean bare feet — 
and after two hours of gingerly 
picking my way over literally 
miles of open-air marble floors I 
thanked my lucky stars that Budd­ 


hists are born and not made. 
There for a while I might have 
been tempted to a new philosophy 
of life. 
In any event. Rangoon is a 
fascinating city. Its people are 
gay and fun-loving. With few ex­ 
ceptions the women are pretty in 
a fetching oriental way and the 
men handsome, as men anywhere 
go, outgoing and friendly. 
At the moment the big night­ 
life rage is a 300-member Chinese 
Ballet troupe from Peiping pre­ 
miering night before last in the 
Opera House with “Swan Lake." 
The big deal is a Communist 
China propaganda operation. But 
Burmese, being what they are,

He said the “emphasis must be 
directed increasingly toward pre­ 
vention and rehabilitation—on re­ 
ducing not only the long-range 
cost in budgetary terms but the 
long-range cost in human terms 
as well." 


Preservation of the family as a 
unit must be stressed, he said, 
and the approach “must contrib­ 
ute to the attack on dependency, 
juvenile delinquency, f a m i l y 
breakdown, illegitimacy, ill health 
and disability.*' 
The administration sources said 
Kennedy would send other mes­ 
sages to Congress later spelling 
out his health and education pro­ 
posals.

In Pa. Public Schools 
Court Rules Compulsory 
Bible Reading Unlawful 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The 
U. S. Circuit Court (rf Appeals 
today struck down Pennsylvania's 
amended public school compulsory 
Bible-reading law as unconstitu­ 
tional. 


The three-judge court held Bible 
reading required by the state 
Public School Code as amended 
violated the First Amendment to 
the Constitution as applied to the 
states by the 14th Amendment. 
The opinion, written by Chief 
Judge John Biggs Jr., held that 
the law provides for establishment 
of religion and that the combined 
practice of Bible-reading followed 
by mass recitation (rf the Lord's 
prayer 
by 
students in 
public 
schools violates the Constitution. 
The decision came on an appeal 
by Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward L. 
Schempp, parents of two pupils at 
the 
Abington 
Township Senior 
High School 
Their ' original 
suit 
against 
Bible-reading was filed in Federal 
Court Feb. 14, 1958. TV suit was 
dismissed and an appeal was 
made to the Surpeme Court which 
remanded it to the Appeals Court 


for further action after Pennsyl 
vania amended the law in 1959 
The revision provided that pu 
pi Is. with permission of parents 
or guardians, may be excused. 
The revision provided that PU 
pi Is, with permission of parents 
or guardians, may be excused 
from Bible reading. 
Today's opinion held that even 
though “some pupils, theoretically 
all, might be excused from at­ 
tendance, does not mitigate the 
obligatory nature of the ceremo­ 
ny ” 
The Schempps, in their suit 
against 
the 
amended 
Bible- 
reading law, said their children 
stood out as “odd balls” from the 
rest of the pupils. 
Judge Biggs pointed out that 
the Schempp children are re­ 
quired by law to attend school 
and that reading of verses “from 
the Holy Bible under present 
statutes is also compelled by 
law.” 
He said the verse reading, even 
without comment, “posses devo­ 
tional and religious character and 
constitute*, in effect, a religious 
observance.” 


The township board of commis­ 
sioners had directed Newman to 
get the approval.

But firemen were ecstatic for 
the way the seven Gallo members 
rushed into the third floor apart­ 
ment, saved the children who 
were left unattended by their 
mother Mrs, Sista Biaz, and then 
put out the blaze 
“Did Good Job” 
“They did a good job,” said

Steier. 
| “When we got there they had 
taken care of everything. They 
had the fire out and the kids out 
—a very good job.”

Mrs. Biaz, who said she had 
left the children to buy milk at a;
